On the northwestern outskirts 
of the city, bulldozers gouged 
out a mass gave for Viet Cong 
soldiers who died in the assault 
on the capital. They were to be 
buried anonymously In a ceme­ 
tery that holds the remains of 
French Legionnaires 
and

them in the 1946-54 war. 
Other gravediggers were at 
work in the National Cemetery, 
preparing for the elaborate offi­ 
cial funeral of a Vietnamese 
colonel beheaded by the Viet 
Cong.

cause all the beds are full. 
On a bed next to him are two 
badly burned men. hi the chil­ 
dren's ward, a young girl, her 
head swathed in bloody band­ 


ages, nestles on the bosom of 
her mother, who moans with 
similar wounds. 
The homeless wander the city 
seeking shelter and food. The 
fearful crowd the grounds of 
hospitals, churches and pago­ 
das. 
Some already are trying to re­ 
build on the ruins. A shopkeeper 
who had lost everything was one 
of the few people in a block-long 
scene of destruction. He was 
trying to flatten the twisted tin 
roof on his house and replace it 
on the charred walls. The de­ 
struction that surrounded him 
was as total as in Berlin in 1945, 
Thousands of people in the 
city are now homeless. Many 
had fled the fighting in the coun­ 
try, and now they have nowhere 
else to ru i, The war has caught 
H> with Saigon.

Business enterprises are getting bigger every 
day. Many generate fast growth internally. 
If this doesn’t satisfy the owners they can always 
merge with other businesses. The formation of 
business conglomerates is a development that is 
attracting increasing attention in the United States 
and some concern in federal government circles.

“ My greatest worry is the minimum wage law 
as I work high school boys part time—full time 
in summer—you can’t train them and pay them 
higher wages than the farm scale of wages here.

Some say I will pay you if you will 
just train my boy so he will be off the streets. 
U.S.A. now spending millions—about $9,000—to 
train some of the boys in camps who have never 
learned to work. All these programs are expen­ 
sive—but why sock the small businessman who is 
doing a better job than any of the high paid instruc­ 
tors who have never made a success of anything. 
I have trained many boys who have worked their 
way through college working in grocery stores.
